London, April 16.— Sir W. V. Haroourt 
preaouced the budget in tho Commons to- 
day. Expenditures for the ooming year are 
estimated at £03,453,000, leaving a defiott 
of £4,602,000. It was proposed to cover 
the deficit by appropriatiag £2, 353,000 from 
the sum mortgaged under the naval defense 
act, the increased inoonio tax and tho tax 
on spirits and beer. Sir William Harcourt 
apoko two and a quarter hours. Hia mon 
otonous stylo of delivery added greatly to 
the necessary dullness of his explanations in 
detail of tho Government's complex aohemo 
of roorKauizing tho death dntina by oonaoli 
dating tho existing olaaaea— the probate, tho 
account, the estate, the legacy and auooea- 
sion dutirs into one, which he called 
tho estate duty. This imposes 
graduated . taxation, beginning with one 
por cent, on sums from £100. to £S00, and 
asconding to 8 per oent. on ' amounts over 
£1,000,000. A graduated scale is also ap- 
plied to the income tax. Inoomes of £150 
are now exempt from taxation, . The bill 
providca that incomes of £160 a year shall 
bo exempted, while an abatement of £140 is 
allowed on incomes under £500. The effect 
of thia readjustment will bo that inoomes of 
£500 will pay no more under tho proposed 
tax of eightpenco in tho piund than they do 
under theoxistinp tax of ecvenpenoo in tho 
pound. Sir William coutendod that tho 
additional duty on spirits and b;er would 
fall upon the producer and not affect the 
consumer. Reviewing tho past year, he 
ahowed that tho losa in revenue ou spirits 
had been offoot by the increase in revenue 
from heor, which had oxoeedod the rccurd 
by £8.000. Tho Chancellor of tho Kx- 
ohe(|Uef augRCsted that tliu increase had 
been duo to the mild weather, Tho aavinpa 
bank returns hud increased by a milliou 
pounde, which waa proof that tho resources 
of tho wage earning olaes had boon enhaucnd. 

Mr Goschen caid tho budget onnt^iincd as 
complicated provisions us Imd over been sub- 
mitted to Parliament. The proposed regu- 
lation of death dutiea, ho declared, would 
oocupy the ontiro seaaion. 

Mr, John ,J, Clancy, Notionalist, thought 
an increase of tho duty on apirita tho very 
last expodteni that ought to be resorted to 
for the purpose of meeting the deficit. 
Whiskey, be said, was the national bever- 
age of 'Ireland, and an inorease of the duty 
on spirits would be felt keenly. 

Sir t<"VyiIliam Hariupurt expressed the 
opinion that Mr, Cla'noy had made a mis- 
take. ■ The annuol expenditure per capita 
for whiskey, ho aaid, wan nineteen uhi'linga 
in Scotland, sixteen in England, and only 
thirteen shillings in Ireland. In view of 
the enormous profits made by dealers in 
spirits and beer, it was difficult to conceive 
of any sourco of rovonuo leaa open to objec- 
tion. 

Gibson Bowles, Conscrvivlivo for Lynn 
Regia, ap.id that tho bud^^ot proposed that 
the rich bo plundered for the l)enelit of tho 
poor. The rich wore victimized because 
they were deserting the Government. 



GREAT NORTHERN STRIKE. 



Chief Arthnr Says Parties to 
Movement are Liable to 
Ezpnisiou.

American Railway Union Threaten to 
Call ont Members all Over 
the System. 

Cmcvfio, April 10 —Chief Arthrr of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Kngineera, waa 
hero to day on hia way to tho scene of tho 
strike on the Great Northern Road. Chief 
Arthur said : " Tho engineers entered into 
an agreement with the Company when I was 
in St. Paul, a few weeks aj(o. This settled 
their difierencea and tho engineera who are 
members of the Brotherhood have broken 
that contract in leaving thn aor vice of the 
company. They have also violated the 
rules ni the Brotherhood and are liable to 
ex( u aiim." 

!5t. Paul, Minn,, April 10. — Brief dis- 
patches thia evening from all tho important 
points along tho Great Northern railway 
system are to tho effect lhi»t no trains a.re 
running along thai lino between Crook- 
aton, iVlinn., and Seattle, Waah. Tho 
strikers gained a little ground this 
morning, Thoy hung up tho train 
arriving at a m. at Fargo, thus sua- 

pending traliic between Fargo and OrooU- 
Bton, Minn. All tho branches of the lino 
aro therefore tied, except the St, Paul, 
Breckonridgo, Barnesville, and tho St. 
Cloud and Fergus Falls branohes. 

At the general ofEoes of the .company this 
afternoon there was a general indispoaition 
to talk. President Hill was in /oonferenco 
with the president of the Montana Cen- 
tral, and it ia stated that th'fiy' have in- 
structed Supt. Bryan to confer with tho 
strikers at Dakota and Montana points. A 
large number of the Brotherhood of Engi- 
neers and Firemen along the line are willing 
to resume work, but tho American Railway 
Union mon refuse to man their trains. 
Preaident Doha of tho American Railway 
Union canio to St. Paul from Omaha on 
Sunday morning, but ho has porsiatently 
kept out of sight. Vioo-Preaident Howard, 
of tho same Union camo on from Chicago 
this morning, and this evening gave out tho 
following ofiieial atatemont : 

" VYo insist on a settloment in favor of 
the American Railway Union. We are, 
however, ready and willing to arbitrate on 
our differencea. A strike will be authorizad 
In St. Pttol if doomed neoossary, I do not 
hesitate to say if it bo required wo 
shall call out tho men over the entire Great 
Northern R»ilway system, Tho fallacy that 
tho company is endeavoring to cast abroad 
that tho Brotherhood n.en aro in sym- 
pathy with tho oliiciala of tho road, 
should bo dicaipatod. . As a rule tho 
Brotherhood men are not ', opposed to the 
American Railwoy tlnloB,' However, there 
is no use in denying tbatsdrne of the Brnth- 



erhood chiefs aro opposed to this movomout, 
Every time within thirty ono ycura that 
a strike has been authorized under 
tho auapicea of tho Brotherhood it has 
proved a flat failure. If tho Brotherhood 
men declare a«;aiuat us wo will not quit 
the struggle until wo gaiu the concessions 
aaked, which are a full restora- 
tion of wages in force laat August, There 
has been no strike ordered on the Northern 
Paoifia as the Railway Men's union has no 
grievances against that lino. In conolusion 
we never did and never will do anything to 
antagonize the railway Brotherhoods." 



SATISFIED AT LAST. 

U. 8. OfflclalB Believe That Great Britain 
Agrees With Their Contention Begard- 
Ing Nottflcatlon of Sealers. 

WASHiyoTON, April 16.— The State De- 
partment offioials are gratified by tho state- 
ments made in parliament to-day by Mr, 
Buxton, of tha Colonial oflioo, which are 
taken to eignify that tho Britiah Govern- 
ment at laat agrcea fully with tho American 
contention that the publication of the 
terms of the Paris tribunal's award in 
British Columbia laat August, constitutes 
Buinoicnt legal notice that no sealing would 
be permitted within Behrlng Sea from Muy 
1 to July 31, and that no compensation 
could bo expected for vessels seized on ac- 
count of such illegal sealing.

A Jlluistry Sworn In liniler Premier Good- 
tldfte— SCdruiy Times In the 
AssiTiibly. 

St. John's, Nftd., April 1-1 —The Good- 
ridge cabinet was completed and sworn in 
thia iiiorniug. Tho assembly met at 1 
o'clock. After the retiring government had 
preaenied to the Governor the resolutions 
passed last night demanding the dissolution 
of l'r( ii)ier Ooodridge'a assembly, tho new 
ministry whs announced : Augustus Freder- 
ick Goi.dridge is premier ; William J. Don- 
nelly, receiver-general ; Donald Morrison, 
attoruey-eeneral ; Lawrence O'Brien Fur- 
long, chairman of tho board of works ;

James S. Pitts, representative of the 
government in tho Icgislativo council, 
and Cliiirles Daw without portfolio. 

So ai.on ua the ministerial announcement 
had been in;j.do ox-Premier Whiteway moved 
u vote of want of confidonoa in them. 

There was a stormy time in the Assem- 
bly during tho debate. The sentiment of the 
audience, which was composed chit-lly of the 
laboring classes of tho city, waa strongly 
with the Whitewayitea, who started the 
ory "Oar opponents will give no labor to 
the masses. " 

Tbe Goverqor appointed the President of 
the Legislative Council, the Hon. Edward 
Dalton Shea, brother of Sir Ambrose Shea, 
the Governor of the Bahamas, Commiaaioner 
to perform the ceremony of prorogation. 
President Shea sent the nsher to notify tho 
membera of the Aasenibly co attend him in 
Council for the pnrpose of hearin;; the read- 
ing of an ofBoial deolaration to the White- 
way party. Tho Aaaembly waa atill debat- 
ing on tho vote of want of confidence and 
adopted a resolution declining to attend till 
the debate was ended, and refused admit- 
tance to the usher. 

Tho Speaker ordered all the doora closed 
and tho council wna compelled to wait until 
tho dob'itb ended.

While the Whitewayitea went to Govorn- 
jijont House to announce their declaration, 
tho Government and others rep iired to the 
council and had the prorogation of tho 
legislature completed. The (lovernor de- 
clined to accept the resolution and lectured 
the members for not showing tho respect 
doe'to the representative of the Queen. 

The cabinet decided to prorogue the legia-

With 
the Republioa, Iria, Esporanza, Urano, Mer- 
cury, and two other vesaola laden with coal, 
and 1,500 marines, he sailed north on 
Thursday after landing General S»lgado'a 
diviaion unarmed upon the joaatof Uruguay 
near Santa Teresa on the previous evening. 

General Silveira Martens intimatoa that 
Admiral Mello baa sailed for Pornambuco, 
and cxplaina the acparation of General Sal- 
gado'a diviaion by the faot that these mon 
had a strong avoraion to going north. It ia 
reported here that Admiral Mello'o audden 
abandonment of the aiegoof Rio Grande was 
due to news carried to him by tho British 
warship Beadle, that President Peixoto'a 
lloet waa on ita way south. The rumor, 
however, is nnoonfirmed. The Beagle ia 
atill at Rio Grande, but I underatand that 
orders have reached tbe British Consulate 
here for her to go to the 'JTalkland lalanda. 
The Siriua and the Baoer are here under 
steam with orders to join tbe Paoiiio 
squadron, 

Portugal has acceded to the demands of 
Argentina. The commander of the Alonzi 
Alburquorquo has been ordered to return to 
Buenoa Ayrea and deliver the Brazilian 
refugees to Argentina. Ho has also been 
ordered to salute tho Argentina Rig. Por- 
tugal has also proniiaed that thv commander 
of tho Alonzo Albuquerque will bo tried by 
court martial for violating an Argentine 
vessel. 

Nkw Youk, April 15.— The Hcrald'a Rio 
dispatch Bays : The Government's advices 
from Rio Grande do Sul state that Admiral 
MoUo abandoned all his vessels, which were 
deserted iuaido the anohorage of Santa Cata- 
lina and taken possession of by the Govern- 
ment.

SUICIDE SATI8PIED HI4I. 

His Fleoaure Evident in His Face aa Ills 
Head Boiled Out. 

Ha/.elton, Pa.. April 9.—- A man who is 
supposed to be Michael Boasa, the murderer 
of Anthony Tobena, has committed suioide 
here by deliberately placing his neck on 
the rail before a passenger train on the 
Delaware, Susquehanna & Schuylkill rail- 
road. 

Tho man prepared for suicide in tho moat 
deliberate manner, and laughed in tho face 
of tho engineer aa tho latter drow back 
horrified. It was about 7 o'clock when the 
firat train leaving Roan station came down 
tho yards towards the junction. Engineer 
Miller noticed a man standing near the 
track, evidently waiting for tho train to 
pass. Aa it nearod him, however, ho 
stepped closer to tho track, and, throwing 
himself full length with his neck on the 
rail, laughinglyly signalled tho engineer to 
" oomo on." It was impossible to stop then, 
and Miller fell back in his cab horror- 
atrickon. The train was quickly brought to 
a standatill, and the trainmen went back 
for tho romaina. Tho head waa cleanly 
Bovored from tho trunk, and an expression 
of satisfaction atill scorned to linger on the 
face. 

The man waa well dressed. He bad a 
atubby gray moustache, blaok hair tinged 
with gray, and features ot Italian caste. In 
hia pockets were found a Swiss silver watch 
and match box marked "F. C." The 
coroner, who waa summoned, decided that 
tbe case was clearly suioide, and no inquest 
was held. The appearance of the man tal- 
lied closely with Michael Rossa, who ia 
wanted by the authorities for murdering 
Anthony Tobena hare a week ago.

Early Keturu of the Flagsuip Looked 
For— An Unconfirmed 
Report. 

Her last trip botwoen tho Orient and Vio- 
toria, uufter the N •rthern Faoifio Bteamship 
company's cburter, has been completed by 

tlio Mogul, wii'oh nrrived from China and 
Jnpun at 1 o'vjlojk yesterday morning. VVlicn 
alio rbturna to Hongkonp; aho loada a Rfnerul 
Cikrgo for England, and .vill bo aucceeijed on 
her proEent route by the ateamthip Sikh. 
The Mogul's voyage to Victoria was not an 
eveatfal one. Her cargo for this port aggre- 
gatea 400 tons, while tliac for other places 
amounta to 1,200 tons all told. Inoluding 56 
Chinese and 175 Japanese for Victoria, the 
ahip brought 370 steerago passengers. Those 
for this city were all taki'U in oharge, after 
they had gonu through the Custom House 
rof^ulatidn , by Satiit iry Oilioer Conlio, who 
escorted thoin to tho Rosa Biy suspect sta- 
tion, wheru they will undergo tho Bime 
treatment which thoir brethren who univjd 
on tho laaL Empresa from tho Oi ii tir, n;- 
coived, a bith and general diaiuluuiiini. 
When the steamer called at Yokohama early 
this month, there waa not u sealer in pore, 
and aho aif;htod but one small sailing veasol 
on her voyage, probably a sealing solnonor. 
A largo connignnient of cgga was reeeivod 
by tho Mogul, to bo placed on tho niarUot 
here, it being found that they can bo aold 
rto'c advantageoualy hero on uccount of tlio 
recent tariH chungea, than in Japan.

A POLITIOAL PROPHET. 

The editor of the News-Advertiser has 
gone into the prophesying buainesa. We 
write " buainesa " advisedly, for ho prophe- 
siea with a busineis object in view. His 
business is politics, and he in order to ad. 
vance his political intereata and to brighten, 
if poeaiblo, hia political proapecta, tries 
to make the public believe that he can tell 
what the future has in store for him and hia 
party. He evidently believes that there are 
a t'ooii many elootora in the country svhoeo 
aole desire ia to be on the winning aide 
in polirica. It is in order to improea these 
loose tiah with the idea that the Oppoaition 
is certain to win at the coming eleotioos that 
he seta to work seriously in hia iasue of Sun 
day to dfcfe.it the Govercnic-nt by com- 
putatiDS. Tliia political Bobadil goes over 
the P.ovincp, routing the Government in 
this district and that, until he has elected 
seventeen members. This gives him ai 
imaginary majority in the Itegialative As 
sembly. But when he gets thus far he is by 
no meana tired counting and predioting. A 
majority of one only is not aatiafactory even 
to the victor. So ho oontinuea his calcula 
tion until lio has, in hia mind, elected five 
more Uppoaition members. This increaaca 
his majority of one to a majority of eleven 
When he has done this he oonaiders his 
political conr.putatlon complete and gives 
himaelf a rest. He haa very cfTeotually die. 
posed of the present Governnieut party and 
elevated the Opposition to power. This is 
aurely work enough for ono sitting. 

We ahould like to teat the editor of the 
News-Advertiaer'a power of prophecy by 
asking him if in bis vision of the future ho 
sees himself returned to the Legislature 
There are thoae who, reaaoning trom facts 
that can be diaoerned by an ordin'iry unin- 
spired observer, predict that the editor 
.of the News-Advertiser will never again 
warm one of the ooshioned chairs of the 
Legislative Chamber— who say that there 
are indications which point to the fact that 
he ia a played-out and a found-out politician, 
and that tho people who onoo believod in 
him, and truated him, believe in. him and 
truab him no more. But as it would not be 
business to appear to have the slightest 
doubt that ai>y,.oand!date oa the Opposition 
side will be rejected by the people, it would 
not do for this latter-day prophet to betray 
by word or sign that ho has any misgiving 
whatever aa to hia own election or aa to that 
of any member of hia party. 

It is becoming every day more evident 
..that the policy of the ill-atsortsd and dis 
credited OppoBition is to put on a bold front 
and brag. This they evidently consider is 
the only policy that has the remoteat chance 
of Bucceaa, And it seems to us that 
coming to this dooiaion thoy are wise in 
thoir generation. Thoy know what a sorry 
figure they cut in tho Legislature. Their 
snapping and snarling and fault-finding and 
{alBe-aepasing, though bitter enough and 
spiteful etiou({b, have not amounted to any- 
thing. There is not, we venture to say, a 
ainglo inonibor of tho Opposition — Boaven- 
ito or Independent — who occupies a higher 
placo in tho public estimation now than he did 
four years ago.. We think, that we state 
what is the literal truth when we aay that 
there is not one of them .who' itaQds aa well 
to-day, even with his own party or part of 



If the people of Groat Britain do not ao- 
anire a plear. and an aeanrate knowledge of 
the DonilnioB from one end to the other, it 
will not be the fault of tho writer of the 
artioloa in the Times on " Canada." That 
writer haa a tliorous^h knowledge of tho 
whole country, and ho tjivea his readers a 
pioturo of it aa life-like and na true in every 
detail as can be given in mere words. The 
subject of hia last letter is Ontario and tho 
Enatern Maritimo Provinoea. Ontario ho 
depicts aa tho rioheat and moat advanced 
part of tho Dominion, but ho dooa justice to 
the Provinces by the sea. Ho holda that 
theao Provincca have been of late yoara un- 
dervalued as fields for emigration. They are, 
both aa to the extent and tho variety of 
thoir roaouroes, not behind any other section 
of tho Dominion. In them there ure 
atill largo areaa of unoccupied and 
uncultivated land covered with 
fine growth of timber. Their Qaheriea are 
extensive and valuable. Their mineral 
wealth is great and varied. The soil in 
many distriota is fertile and yields a gener- 
ous return to the skillful husbandman. And 
these Eiatern provincea are remarkable for 
producing aa fine a raco of men aa ia to bo 
found on this continent or any other. From 
the way in whieb be speaks of tho Maritime 
Province men we would strongly suspect 
that the writer is Mraself a Maritime Prov- 
ince main. No one but a native would write 
with auch enthusiasm of the country and the 
men it produces. Ho does not confine him- 
self tomereaaaortion, but he produces a long 
list of Nova Scotians, New Brunawiokers 
and Prince Edward Islanders of whom any 
country might ha proud. He says among 
other things: 

Tho smaller provinces have bad their own 
men, and they need not be ashamed of 
tho typo. No doubt it was Sir John Mao- 
douald'a mind, with its imperial turn of 
thought, which first fully graaped a United 
Canada aa part of a United Empire, but no 
ono who knowa tho pr(-judioes and problcma 
he had to face bclicvea that he could ever 
have realized hia dream without having had 
at hia back the political lighting energy of 
Sir Charlea Tupper and the remarkable 
Qnancial prudenco and ability of Sir Leonard 
Tilley, tho one oaon of Nova Scotia and the 
other of New Hiunawiok. When the vet- 
eran Picmier died the first and second 
choice for a euoceseor to Sir John Abbott 
waa from among the Maritime Province 
man. 

The Maritime Provinces are now and 
have for some years been in a deprewed con- 
dition. Thta is how the Times writer ac- 
counts for that depression : 

For a long time the chief induatriea, thoEo 
which occupied the ^rcut maaa of the popu- 
lation, were lumbering, ahipbuilding and 
fishing. The finest pine timber has now be- 
come partially exhausted. Spruce timber, 
which at present constitutes the principal 
export, grows on soil not very well suited 
for agriculture, reproduces itself rapidly if 
the foreata ore protected from tire, and will 
therefore remain a permanent industry, 
though not capable of maintaining a large 
population. IJoaidea, the timber trade is 
very uncertain and aubject to fluctuutiona 
from variation of anowfall and Hood. Tho 
aubstitution of iron for wood in ahipbuilding 
haa had a disaatroua effect upon several 
prospernua communiliea. . . . Tho fish- 
ing and agricultural induatrica have been 
seriously alFected by Americim Icfjislitiou ; 
in the oubq of agriculture chiefly from want 
of organizing among the people to meet tho 
new conditions. 

The people finding their chief industries 
failing them becamo diacouraged and dia- 
hoarlenod and lost much of the energy thoy 
formerly posaeesed. Basides, as the writer 
in the Times hints pretty broadly, they 
placed too much dependence upon Govern- 
ments. They expected Government to do 
for them what, if it is done at all, they must 
do for tliomeelvcH. For a long time there 
were moro politioa to tho aero in tho Mari- 
timo Provinces thin in any other part of the 
Dominion, liut i.n iuduBlrial and cconomio 
revival is going on in all those provincea. 
The people are becoming more self-reliant, 
their faith in their country ia inorcaaing, 
and thoy are beginning to believe thut, after 
all, there ia a future worth hoping for and 
working for before it. Tho writer of tho 
article believea that tho Maritimo Pro- 
vincea are a good country to live in, as ho 
recommends Eoglish people of moderato 
moans to emigrate to them. 

It appears that tho Mosquito Territory ia 
a kind of Naboth'a vineyard to the Govern 
mont of Nicaragua. Ita independence waa 
aecured by tho Treaty of Manaqua and tho 
award of the Emperor of Auatria. The peo- 
ple of Mosquito, who appear to ho barmlesa 
and eaay-going, enjoyed their semi-inde- 
pendence and were a little.^more oantentod 
and happy than mortals' generftlly are. 
Tboy wore kind and oourteous to tho atrang- 
era who came to live among them, uud such 
of thoae strangers as wore traders did very 
well. 

Eiirly oh the morning of February 12th, 
an armed force from NloaragUA> when its in- 
habitants were fast asleep, tooIcpbaaeBglon of 
Bluefield;- They broke open the Uovernment 



buildings, arrested the leading inhabitants, 
and forcibly entering the jails set the prison- 
ers at liberty. When tbia waa done the 
commanding officer hoiated tho Nioaraguan 
flag on the Governmenti flagatafi. He, in 
short, took formal poaaea'aion of the place. 
He also deprived the Preaidont of Mosquito, 
Bobert Henry ^iar'onco, of hia authority 
and removed the Judges of the Supremo 
Court, the Magiatratea, and every Govern- 
mtnt ofUci'Al. General Carloa A. Lacajo 
and General Bigoberto CabezM are the offi- 
cera who made this raid ' on the Sloaqulto 
Beaervation. Their excuao waa that the 
territory woa niisgovornod. " Buaineaa," 
aaid a resident, " ia almoat at a atandatill, 
ond many people have closed their liouaea 
and taken refuge in tho bush. Terror pre- 
vails where a. few. months b|o all felt secure 
and happy.. To add to thia chaotic state of 
aflaira another revolution has broken out in 
tho interior." 

The terrified inhabitants of BlucQelda and 
aurrounding country applied to tho Captain 
of H.M.S. Cleopatra for protection. Coptain 
Aasheton Q. Cutzon^owe responded to the 
application. On the 25 th the Cleopatra 
arrived at Bluefiolda, and tho Captain, 
accompanied by bis Secretary, tho British 
Conaul and Vioe-Conaul, went ashoro and 
had an interview with General Lacayo. 
Tho interview passed off peaceably, but 
after it was over some of the Nioaraguan 
soldiers made a demonstration which was 
not exactly friendly. After another parley 
tho MoEquito i\m wua hoiated and fifty 
marines with two Catling guna were landed 
from tho Cleopatra to protect tho iuhabi- 
tanta. After a while the Nioaraguan 
detachment which went to Bluefielda 
to protect Mocquito were obliging- 
ly conveyed to Greytown by tho 
Cleopatra and the people of Mofquito were 
left to govern or nii.sgovorn ihemBolvea 
according to their own «ill and pleaeuro. 
Tho whole buaineaa waa done in the quietcat 
possible way by Captain Howe. 

The Americana in the United States look- 
ed upon Cupt. Howe's proceedioga with a 
jealous eye, and aomo anti-Britiah journala 
bogan to bluater about the Monroe doctrine. 
Tho Americana in Bluefielda, however, re- 
garded Capt. Howe and bis marinea aa do- 
liverers, and wrote to their countrymen at 
home to let them know how greatly thoy re- 
joiced at their deliverance from their Nioar- 
aguan protectors. In order to see that 
everything ia right in Nicaragua froir a 
United States point of view tho U. S, ship 
of war San Francisco has been sent to Blue- 
fielda. But there is not the slightest fear 
of there being the leaat misuuderatanding 
between the Captain of the Cleopatra and 
the Captain of the San Francisco. Tho 
position of the British in Mosquito is well 
understood by the Government of tho Uni- 
ted States. Thoy are there to see that treaty 
obligations arc can led out and peaceful, 
law-abiding ciiizaos protected. Thia, too, 
ia well understood by the Government of 
Nicaragua.

Ho fol- 
lowed thia advioB, but found no work and 
soon spent all hia little supply of money, 
falling back upon hia Indian friends 
for food and lodging, Thoy, in re- 
turn for the hospitality extended, made him 
" a hewer of wood and a drawer of water," 
paying him no wagea, taking from him tho 
akins of any animals ho shot, and defeating 
every plan he formed for getting back to 
civilization. Mr. Munaon finally came 
along with hia sloop, and Meyer persuaded 
him to tako him to the nearest point whore 
ho could catch tho mail steamer bound for 
Victoria, by which ho arrived here, a veri- 
table pioturo of starvation. Ho ia now at 
tho Provincial jail, not aa a prisoner, hut 
for medical treatment ond proper care, of 
which ho stands greatly in need. Hia story 
will bo investigated, though it ia believed to 
be Tery much a fable. According to Meyer 
himanlf, his immediate reason for leaving 
with Munaon waa that tho sobool teacher at 
China Hat, Mr. Q, A. Gibaon, had told him 
Indian Agent Todd proposed to ''yag." 
him if ha oontlnued to live upon the In- 
diana. ' -

The preliminary bearing in tbe case of 
Hugh Lyqn, charged with the niurdsr of 
John Green ond Thomas Taylor atSavary 
island, was continued before E. Pearson, 
J.P. , in the Provincial court yeaterday after- 
noon. The first witness called was C. H. 
Smaley, a storekeeper on Orcaa island, 
which is located near where Lynn was oop- 
tured. Thia witness teatified that on the 
25th of December laat the prisoner called at 
his store and offered him some skins in the 
way of trade for provisions. There were 
two blaok boar skins, an otter skin, some 
mink and several deer akins. The prisoner 
asked aovon or eight dollars apieoo for tho 
bear skins, Ijut a bargain was concluded by 
tho witness giving four dollara for the two 
hear skina and one dollar for the otter akin. 
The bear skina afterward sold for six and 
eight dollara, and ^hO otter akin for $.3 60, 
the latter being damaged. The prisoner 
had appeared very narvous and anzioua to 
sell the akins at any price, , 

Theae skina are the aame mentioned in 
the evidence of the woman Jennie aa having 
been brought from Green'a place at the time 
of tbe murder. 

The boy Louis Bokito was then called. 
Superintendent Huaaey explained that the 
youth ot tho witnesa might ultimately cause 
hia evidence to ho thrown out, but he would 
like to have it taken. Louis ia about 7 
years old and speaks a combination of 
Italian, Chinook, Siwauh and English, but 
can drop into any of them exclusively at 
will. Ho reniembored being on an island 
with hia mother and that man (Lynn). A 
man named Jack Green lived on the ialand, 
and a man called Tom. On tho morning ot 
the day thoy left the island, ho heard some 
shots being fired and ran up to Green's 
house, Tliere ho aaw Lynn standing juat 
outside the door. Ho had u rillo in his 
hand. He fired in at the door and the 
man Tom fell on the floor and blood began 
to run down from hia boo"y- Then Lynn 
shot at Green and Gieon toll down hack 
of tho door. He saw some blood on his 
neck. The witness thou ran off to tell his 
mother, who was sick in bed. A little while 
after Lynn came down and piled some 
thinga in the skiff, and then they ail went 
away from tho island. 

Though the boy had to be handled care- 
fully in order to get him to talk, be ap- 
peared to be confident on the main points of 
the story. 

Lynn's aged mother called on him at the 
Provincial Police station during the after- 
noon, and a very affecting interview took 
place between them, Lynn breaking down 
and weeping bitterly. It is underatood that 
the prisoner has secured the services of a 
lawyer from the Mainland, who will arrive 
in a few days to take the oaae in hand. In 
tho mqantimo ho refuses to make any state- 
ments, and refrains from asking witnesaea 
against him any queationa. No proteata* 
tiona, even of innocence, have yet escaped 
him. 



Rev. D. D. Puosi-En, of Seattle, occupied 
the pulpit of Calvary Baptist churoh on 
Sunday morning, and in tho evening the 
pulpit of Emmanuel Baptist church, Spring 
Kidge. At both places his sermons on 
home miaaiona were highly appreciated, 
and attracted large audienoea. The con- 
vention announced for thia evening haa been 
psstponcd. 

The mild spring weather, which haa 
brought out tho flower gardens of Victoria 
in uU their bloom, haa resulted in another 
crop not ao pleaaiog. It would appear thot 
there are still in this city a number of poo- 
pie who, while they admire flowers very 
much, do not care for tho trouble of culti- 
vating them. Thia difficulty they got 
around by helping themselves to tho con- 
tents of the gardena of their noighbora when 
a favorable opportunity presents itself. 
Thia haa boon done to euch an extent that it 
ia growing to be a trifle monotonous, and 
tho indignant owners of tho gardens have 
appealed to tho authorities for protection. 

The steamer Thiatle leaves thia morning 
for Alaaka, carrying tho major portion of 
tho expedition. All the aeiiaon's supplies, 
which have been carefully selected during 
the past few days, are snugly stjwod awoy 
on board. Tho party expect to bo absent 
for about five months, during which time 
they will thoroughly map tbe Alaskan 
coast, and from pbotographa taken they will 
be able to ehow theahore line as it preaented 
itself to George Vancouver over one hun- 
dred years ago. TUia latter work will be 
under the supervision of Profeaaor Topley, 
photographer-general to the Department of 
the Interior, who will inulude in hia labora 
a thorough investigation of the past, present 
and ultimate fate of the aborigines of the 
country. 

The steamer Boacowitz, arriving Sunday, 
brought news of the queat of Mrs. Hazle- 
ton, who ia endeavoring to find some trace 
of her brother,' James L. O'Brien, supposed 
to have been drowned on the schooner Mary 
Brown. Indian Agent Todd took Mrs. 
Hazloton out to the scene of tho wreck in 
tho Provincial Govornmont atoomer, and a 
thorough examination was made of tho ooaat 
of Bank's island. One of tio reaulta of tho 
inveatigatlon was tho discovery of somo 
clothing which Mrs. Hiizleton iuentified aa 
belonging to hor lirother. Amongel the 
articles were a coat and veat that bad a 
number of knifo cuts in Lhom, as if tho 
woaror had been tho victim of foul pluy. 
Acting on thia, Mra, Hazloton made a very 
thorough search of the entire shore in tho 
neighborhood, but found nothing further. 
Tho condition of tho wreck was such as to 
indicate that tho schooner capsized at aomn 
distance out, and then wont on the sanda of 
the beach. The only boat that the schooner 
ia known to have carried waa found broken 
up on the beach. No traces of bodiea were 
found, and that hope has been given up for 
good. Air. Carlisle, a friend of the dead 
man, is now at tho scene of the wreck and 
is doing nil that ho-oan to aid in clearing up 
tho mystery. Carliala'a watoh, which waa 
being carried by O'Brien at the time .'of the 
wreck, has been found. The searohing party 
will return by the next steamer from the 
North.

The Accused "Expected a Bemittauoe" 
Which did not Come— Hence ' 
■ UlB Trouble. 



The Cft86 of Percy E. WhJttall, of Covan 
Court, Surrey, by hia own dcaoription ft 
"f^eoMeman of loiauro," occupied the atten- 
tion of Folico Magistrate Macrae the greater 
part of yesterday. , Wblttoll waa Qhnrged 
with haviog signed a check for S13, drawn 
upon the Bank ot British Columbia, and in 
favor of Robert Jamieson, not having had nt 
any time an account at the bank ; the iesu- 
log of the check thus being an act of fraud. 

liie evidence of Mr, Jamieeon, Clerk 
WilBon of the Hotel Viotoria (through 
whom the oheok passed from Whittall to 
Mr. Jamieson), and of the bank oflioers, 
oompleted the c|pi for the prosecution. For 
the defence Mr. George 10. Powell called 
John Thoburn, Archie Reid and the aoous- 
ed— to prove that for three days Whittall 
was on what one witness described as a 
*' wild jig," and that If the oheok was drawn 
it was during this period. Other checks 
were referred to in the course of the pxnni- 
'ination — one for 520 boinc c»8he(l bv P.iu io 
& Jackson, and two (for $95 and $liO) beiug 
held by Ray Clifton. Reid, in his evirieuo'-. 
explained that he accompanied the dett^uil- 
ant t9 " look after him," having signed < 
three;year oontraol to aooompany Whit 
tall as his "man," at a eaUry 
of £5 per month and- perquisitiu 
Ihis oontraotwfts made while Whitcall wbb 
drunk, and so ^eid doubted if it was legal y 
binding. He aoqepted Bervioa with tho 
young stranger because he bad some years 
ago been in the employ of his cousin, the 
Marquis of Queensbery. 

The defendant on the stand explained that 
ho cumo hero on the 29th of March, and 
soon after wont on a "littlo spree," having 
"not tho slightest recollection ot signing any 
checks" during his celebration, though the 
signature "looked like his writing." The 
Saturday on which tho check was said to 
have been drawn, was, ho said, ''aimply a 
blank space in my life — and the Sunday fol 
lowing." Tho first knowledge hO had of tho 
cheeks was on the Monday, when Reid woko 
him up and told him tliat ho had signed 
them, and ho (Whittall) had pronounced 
tho information "all rot." He had then 
gone to the bunk and found that no money 
had been depoaited to iiia account, though 
he was at the time expecting a remittauoo 
of £i)00. This money had jiot yet come, 
though ho had been writing and wiring for 
it every day to hia sg nts, .IJuU-Icving & 
Co., of Vancouver, who had as yet only 
given him §30 in three §10 inatallmfintji. 

For the defence, Mr. Powell held that 
there was no intention to defraud ; that 
the accused was too drunk at the time of 
his alleged offonce to have been capable of 
planniog a fraud, much less executing one 
—even If he were capable of so doing when 
seller, which was doubtful, Aa soon as be 
i.was informed that he bad given ohecks 
when he was intosioated, he did his best to 
have them honored on preseutatioo, eo 
clearing himself in the eyes of the low, as 
dsfiaea at page 320 of Crankshaw's Jrimi 
nal Code, and also referred to at page 1:28 
of Clarke's Manual, tt waa doubtful it 
theatre admissioncouldbedefined aa "things 
capable of beii g stolen " — and this was an- 
other point to which he directed the con- 
sideration of the court in asking for the die- 
miseal of the information. 

Magi-strato Macrae thought tho evidence 
was too clear on tho faco of the accused 
beiiiK ciipablo of understanding tho nature 
of hia acta when tho check waa given, but 
though thus ruling against tho contention 
raised on tho facta, decided to tako the 
legal ohjictiona ruiaed into consideration, 
and announce tho deciaion arrived at to day 
(Tuesday), at the same time intimating his 
intention to commit, and to fix bail at §250. 
In adjourning tho caao till to-day, Hia 
Honor took occasion to compliment Mr. 
Powell upon the able manner in which the 
defence had been conducted. Percy E

now starving for the want of it, and who 
will then be able to buy our wheat. If you 
will do this, we, on our side, will aocept 
you' advice and continue to grow wheat."

COUNTER ADVICE TO ME. VAN 
HORNE. 

To TiiK EiiiTOit : — Mr. Van Ilorno has 
offered advieo to the farmers of Manitob.i 
and tho Northwest Territory which pruc- 
ticallv amountB to thio : 

" Xo doubt tho price of wheat is lower 
than it hs3 ever boca before. I darca^y 
more of your farms are heavily niorteoged 
and tliat wheat ia grown at a loaa, but never 
mind that, peraovoro, go on spending your 
labor und euhatunco in growing wheat, and 
I prophesy that tho price will, by and bye, 
be remunerative." 

Is Mr. Vai\ Horno a true or a false pro- 
phot ? That ia tho question. 

Does ho not overlook a powerful con- 
trolling cause in tho price of wheat i,hrough 
tho medium of cheap silver introduced for 
the purchase of wheat in silver currency 
countries such as India, Russia and tho Ar- 
gentine Republio ? 

lb is well known that tho purcha^imj 
poii-cr of silYsr, for homo products, in silver 
currency coun'tfie^, hks been approximately 
steady for many yeors, although silver has 
now become almost a drug in tho market 
outside their boundaries. Consequently, 
the Liverpool or London wheat merchant 
can p.urobaas .eheap silver with ' his gold, 
tiike'u to' India or Bnseia or the Argentine 
Republio, and with it purchase wheat, the 
prioe. of whloii has' not been affected by the 
outside fall in silver. 

There are three factors in tho case— gold, 
silver and wheat. Suppose that at a given 
time in the past 1 lb. weight of gold would 
purchase IG lbs. weight of silver and .0 tons 
of wheat in both England and India, but at 
tho present time .1 lb. of gold would pur- 
ohaao ,'!2 Iba. of ailvor in England, whilo the 
ratio of silver to wheat in India remained 
tho eamo as in tha first case. It iu manifest 
that tho merchant could now buy ,'!2' Iba. of 
silver with 1 lb. of gold in England, and 
then tako hia ,12 Iba. of silver to lodia and 
buy with it 10 tons instead of 6 tons of 
wheat, 

Tborefora tho more ailvor falls in price, as 
compared willi gold in London, tho more 
wheat can be bought in silver currency 
countries with one pound of gold. 

These silver currency countries have 
already grasped tho situation, and they re- 
oognizo that, practically, they rcgulatu tho 
prioe of wheat, and, na a conacquonco, we 
find that In India, Russia and ttio Argen- 
tine Republic the culrivatod wheat urea ia 
inoreaainc "'i'h bnornious strides. It is true 
that (he ri'ccnr. adoption o{ gold mouomotal.

THE LOGIC OF POPULISM. 

( Oregon City Enter priso. ) 

The diegracoful condition of things in 
South Carolina is another illustration of tho 
logical effect of populism. In ovory state 
where that form of political lunacy has ob- 
tained controlling power there has been an 
experience of disorder, of violonoe, of threat- 
ened anarchy, says the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. It was so in Kansas, and later 
in Colorado, and now wo havo anothir 
striking example in another section of tbo 
country, thus showing that tho ciuso cf 
such outbreaks is not local or occidental, 
but peculiar to tho doctrines and methods bf 
tho populiflta wherever they are rigidly ap- 
plied. The simple fact is that populism rep. 
resents a drift of thought and feeling that 
is antagoniBtic to existing institutions. It 
results in violence because it is inconsistent 
with accepted ideas of publio safety and 
prudence and with established pgsncies for 
the coBBorvution and promotion of the peace 
and welfare of society. The men whom it 
bus developed as leaders are eccentric, reck- 
less and irresponsible. They seem to think 
that it is their mission to create as much 
confusion snd ozcitement as poaalble, and 
to use official authority in the most arbi- 
trary and astonishing manner. If one of 
t^em has ever in any oontingenoy mani- 
fested an ordinary degree of good sense, 
the country has certainly not heard of it, 
nor is there any reason to believe that they 
are capable of such service. 

It is no longer necessary to disousa popu- 
lism as an unknown quantity. Tho lessons 
of experience have taught uj what it is and 
what is to bo expected from it wherever it 
gains aacendaL'oy. There is nothing in it, as 
its pruoticul cfftctB have shown, that intel- 
ligent and patriotic citizens cun ulTord to in- 
dorse or mdulgo. Its spirit is PHsontially 
mischievous, its tendency is indisputably 
revolutionary. Tho doctrines that it rcpro- 
sonts involve soriouo dangers, and tho re- 
sults that it ia seeking to aojnmpliah are in 
all respects contrary to the best interests of 
tho people. There ia hut ono proper way to 
deal with it, and that is to denounce ond re- 
sist it iu all lucilities and under all oircuin- 
stances. It includcB among lis adherents 
many sincere men, wo may allow; but this 
changes not the fact of its inherent error and 
peril. Tho logic ot its creed aud purpofos 
is in direct conflict with those principles 
and appliancea which society has adopted 
for defence ogainst prevailing evils. It is 
calculated to do harm, and harm only. The 
injury that it has already ocoasioned issufli- 
cient to' satisfy any reasnmble person that 
no good is likely to ootne from it. When it 
is plainly seen to be oonduoive to publio dis- 
turbanoe, o£Soial asurpation and general 
demorallz»tioo, there is no jastifioation and 
no excuse for giving It the least countenance. 
All law abiding eltizena are in duty hound 
to oppose suoh a force in politics, and to ex- 
ert their influence for the preservation of 
tha aooial fabric which it is designed to sub- 
vert by such processes aa have been intro- 
duced in tho states whore it baa aecured tho 
opportunity of practical appllo'atl6ri''to tho 
business of gi'Vernment.

A special meeting of the school board was 
hnid yesterday afternoon in the secretary's 
otlioo, with rU lha mfimbsra preaent, the 
business being lo consider the North Ward 
achool lioilor question, which had been poat- 
poned frim the lastmeatiug. 

Before going into that matter, however, 
tho secretary reported in cnnoootion with 
the question of Mr. J. S. Yatoa' atatua aa 
trustee that tho Attorney-Gonoral had given 
a verbal opinion to tho eil'ect that Mr.

Baker v. Dalby et al. — Thia was an appeal 
from an order of Mr. Juatico Drake refusing 
an application to sign judgment under order 
l-l, on tho ground that tho writ was 
not specially codorscd and did not show tho 
plaintiff, u ho puad on a covenant to indem- 
nify, had been damniiiod. A E. McPliillipa 
for tho appellant argued that tho covenant 
was one to pay and not to indemnify, and 
that the defendants having failed to pay, the 
plaintiff thereforo had an immediate right 
of action against them without waiting for 
damnification. Mr. F, B. Gregory (Bolyea 
& Gregory) contra. Judgment reserved. 

Gordon v. Cotton — Thia was a motion by 
tho defendant Cotton for leave to appeal to 
tho Imperial Privy Council from an order of 
tho Divisional court directing him to an- 
a wer a certain question concerning tho dis- 
position he bad made of certain stock, part 
of bis assets, which question be bad refused 
to answer upon bis examination as a judg- 
ment debtor, npon the ground tbat to do eo 
would ba to disclose the private business of 
other persons. Tbe defendant had refused 
to answer the question on the examination 
in tho first instance, and upon motion, 
Crease, J , ordered him to attend and an* 
swer on pain of committal. He refused to 
attend and, on motion, an order was made 
for tho plaintilFd to bo at liberty to issue a 
writ ot attachment ayainat him. From 
that order ho appealed to Ihu Divisional 
court, which allowed tho appeal oa technical 
grounds but afterwards made tho flu');itan- 
tive order now proposed to be appealed to 
England. A. E McPhillips, for tho mo- 
tion, referred to tho liDperial order 
in council, dated at Windsor Castle, 
12th July, 1SS7: "2 It shall bo law- 
ful for the Supreme court (of British 
Coluiribii) at its diBcroiii'n on the motion or 
t;otiti:m of any p:.rty who considers himself 
aggrieved by any preliminary or interlocu- 
tory judgment, decree, or.ier or sentence of 
tha said Supreme court to gr.mt permiaaion 
to ouch party to appeal against tho sumo to 
Her MajoBty, her heirs and sucoeoaors in 
her or thoir Privy Council, subject to the 
eame rules, regulations and limitations as 
aro herein expressed reapeoting appeals 
from final decrees, orders and sentences." 

E. V. Bodw'ell, contra, was not called on. 

The rule affecting 'appeals from tbe 
Supremo Court of Canada to the Privy 
Council is, that tho question involved should 
be one of public interest as affecting some 
general right, and tho court will exorclao 
the diaoretion hero given upon tho aamo 
coneiderations.
